HIOGO. 

In our last issue we gave the particulars of the arrest of Mr. 
Cousens, The day afterwards he was summoned to appear before 
the Court, Mr. Gower, Consul, presiding. After the hearing of 
the case Mr. Cousens was scntenced to forty-eight hours’ imprison- 
ment for the assault on the boatman. When the sentence was 
announced, in a crowded court, exclamations of “shame” came 
from the audience, and the Consul, in order to vindicate the dig- 
nity of the Court, had the doors immediately shut, took dowa the 
names of those present, and ordered that they should not be per- 
mitted to visit the Consulate again unless engaged in @ case. 
As the sentence would have tobe enforced ina Japanese prison, 
the constable of the Consulate resigned, rather than carry it out ; 
the doctor sent for by the Consul certified that the prison was 
unfit for the reception of a furcigner ; and the Municipal Council 
refusing to have Mr. Cousens in their lock-up, he was confined 
in some room in the Consulate. An indignation meeting, atten- 
ded by forty people, has beeu held, at which a resolution was 
passed that the treatment Mr. Cousens received “ was grossly and 
unjustly in excess of what the case demanded.” 
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NAGASAKI. 
We have advices from this port to the 7th September, and we 
take the following items of intelligence from the Nagasaki Ex- 
press — 


The departure of several men-of-war for Chefoo has been re- 
garded with no little curiosity and misgivings by the Chinese 
residents at this port. Their numerous enquiries respecting the 
object of the visit of the flagships and other vessels of the squad- 
rons of Great Britain, France, and the United States of America 
to Chefoo, tend to show that fear is still lurking in the Celestial 
mind lest the Tientsin massacre has more to do with it than 
foreigners are willing toadmit. They seem unwilling to accept 
any reply stating that the object of the visit is to tender congra- 
tulations to the Emperor of China. Such answers are at once 
dismissed with a significant shake of the head, as evasions, given 
only for the purpoce of conccaling the truth. 


Messrs. Boyd and Co. have launched a small steam launch y 
built by Mr. Stibolt, of the following dimensions :—Length, 26 
feet 6 inches; breadth, 6 fect. The engine will be 14-horse 
power, with vertical boiler. She is constructed of the best mate- 
rials throughout ; copper fastened and sheathed with Muntz’s 
yellow metal. Ample aud comfortable accommodation is pro- 
vided for twelve passengers. : 


During a recent voyage of the Jron Duke from this port she 
took with her about thirty tons of Takasima coal for the purpose 
of testing its steaming qualities. It is gratifying to be able to 
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state that the report on it is very favourable when mixed with | I havo cean the province of Chihli, where it borders on the high- 


Welsh or north country coal, the preference appearing to be given 
to the latter. It was not tried alone. 

The French corvette Cosmao, while on the voyage from Yoko- 
hama to Nagasaki, ran down a junk with a rice cargo, the total 
damage being $9,009. Of seventcen people on the junk, fifteen 
were saved by the corvette. The accident paupened at night, and 
is attributed to the want of lights on the junk. 

We hear that it is the intention of the residents of Desima to 
secede from the general Municipal management, and return to 
their old system of separate administration. A letter announcing 
this intention has been signed by them and addressed to the 
Consular representatives. 

A sharp shock of earthquake was felt here on the 2nd Sept., 
but it was of short duration ; probably about five seconds. 


CHINA.

TIENTSIN. 

A correspondent writing from this port says, in referring to the 
floods :— 

If the sufferings of the poor in this amit were great last 
year what must they be this year, during which they have been 
subsisting on charity? The crops must be all be spoiled again ; 
and again must poverty and want stare themin the face. ‘I'o the 
question, who is to blame for this state of things? the answer in 
general terms would be the authorities ; but it is more difficult 
to fix the special portions of blame. If the Governor-Gencrals of 
provinces have almost absolute power during their teri of otlice, 
as they are believed to have, then the Governor-General of this 
province is certainly very much to blame. 

Judging from tha Peking Gazettes, whom the Governor-General 
wished to be honoured and rewarded were honoured and rewarded 
by Government, and whom he wished to degrade were de- 
graded. He was granted the liberty, on application, of keep 
ing the best men he could find for their respective works, 
although his doing so was against custom. He scems, in 
fact, to have had absolute power in all but the naiue. When 
@ man is given this power we havea right to ask, how has 
he used this power for the public benefit? Ie reccived for, and, 
it is said, there was expended some Tls. 90,090 on repairs of the 
Whei Ho at Yung-ting-ho, west of Peking, which burst its banks 
and did an immense amount of damage last year. It is now 
reported that this same river, in the same place where so much 
money was expended, and for which those who supcrintended the 
works were highly praised and promoted, has again broken its 
banks. The story now is that orders have come down to degrade 
those men who managed affairs so badly (this Li-hung-Chany 
feels deeply, it is said) ; the money so spent has not only been 
uselessly spent, but, far worse, the poor who trusted to its defence 
from the floods found themselves again subject to all its horrors. 
Again, with all the power he can command, with soldiers, said to 
be counted by tens of thousands in the province, the road, the 
military road, between Taku on the sea and ‘Tientsin, the 
mercantile capital, is as yet only completed half way, the 
so-called completed half having a flat surface—where it‘has 
not a concave one—from Tientsin northwards towards Peking. I 
do not know how far it is completed; but having lately come 
over the southern road, I can safely say I never saw so bad a 
road, (not to saya military road, an Imperial highway), between 
the sea and the mercantile capital of the province and political 
capital of the Empire, in such a bad state; it was, in fact, no 
Toad ; it was a complete quagmire over half the way, with soft 
splashy mud up to the axles of the cart on one side, and ona 
high bank at times on the other; in many places we crossed 
through water two feet deep. 

Such has been the Governor-General’s work, or want of work, 
at the city where he now resides. And if here such things are 
carried on, what must be the state of work in the country with 
no one to care for it? Is there an honest native in the country 
who can be trusted with money to perform work as it might be 
done, at prices which ought to be paid for such work? It is to be 
hoped there is ; but I am sorry to say it is gencrally believed they 
are extremely few in numbers, 

Will we this year again have a repctition of the sickening snake- 
worship in which all the officials, from Li-hung-Chang, tie Go- 
vernor General, indulged, or will the Governor-General—now that 
twice within two years the floods have devastated his province, 
slaying thousands of people, if not directly yet indirectly by 
famine and disease—the latter of which still rages about Ticntsin, 
from the effect of last year’s floods—will he, I ask, still prefer 
snake worrbip (which, to do him justice, he is said to have de- 
spised), or will he set to work for food withall the energy he is given 
credit for, and see with his own eyes that the work is beins well 
and sufficiently done for the preservation of the province from the 
awful scourge of floods? The poor farmers have also had another 
scourge to contend with this year. Before the floods came the 
grasshoppers had been dealing destruction in some of the districts. 

To keep the province of Chihli free of scrious floods at all times 
will be a Herculean task, a task quite unfit for the shoulders of 
any native or body of natives of the prescut day. Nothing less 
than foreign machinery, under the hands of foreign scientitic en- 
gineers of the first class, can at preseut hope to remedy the evil. 
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lands of Shansi on the west and Mongolia on the north, and the 
water-courses at many puints between these places and the sea, 
and am convinced that unless the water-courses are all drodegy 
out—and this can only be done efficiently hy machinery—t: 
province, in an extra rainy season will always be subject to these 
serious floods. I believe that the immense logs and damage done 
in one year to the crops alone is so large that a sum of money equi- 
valent to the loss would be amply sufficient to put into thorough 
repair—in foreign hands—all the rivers and streams of the pro- 
vince. The question of »epairs to the rivers, canals, and roads of 
this province should not be a provincial but a national one, as the 
waters which do the greatest part of the damage to Chihli come 
from the highlands of Shansi and Mongolia. 

Many of the foreigners were last year generous in gifts for the 
starving native poor, and for this the recipients would in most 
instances seem to have been thankful, but many look upon it—as 
Easterns generally do—as a sign of weakness on our part. How 
far it will be wise to act again at present in the same spirit as 
last year seems doubtful. For some time past foreigners have 
noticed amongst the natives here a growing feeling of rudeness 
aud incivility, and a calling of names not the most complimentary. 
Whether this is owing to the presence of more soldiers here than 
in former years, and of the import of Krupp’s and other guns, 
rifles and torpedoes, it is difficult to say, but these things are 
generally believed to have a good deal to do with the feeling at 
present existing. The better-informed Chinese, who are acquainted 
with foretgners and their affairs, would gladly bring things to 
the notice of the Governor-General, but they have no means of 
access to him except through underlings, who require to be feed 
at every door. Foreigners, through their Consuls, without fee or 
reward, lave access, but the native merchants have not this 
privilege of access to their rulers. 

The Emperor coming of age, if rightly improved by Foreign 
Ministers, may be the mcans of doing much good to the country. 
Before the next Treaty revision takes place, a commission from all 
the principal ‘European Courts should be here to see and judge of 
mercantile affairs, and how best to open the country—extremely 
rich in natural products—and yet the inhabitants sunk to the 
lowest ebb. ‘Then foreign enterprise and machinery introduced, 
the face of the country would, in a short time, be completely 
altered for the better, and the wealth which is now hid in the 
bowels of the earth would circulate freely and cheaply to the 
benefit and comfort of many millions of the inhabitants. 

Trade is at present ata standstill here. The steamers are 
coming up half empty, or even less. Goods cannot be sold at 
market prices, the prices being only nominal. Is not this state of 
things greatly owing to the great carelessness and negligence of 
the mandarins, who care for nothing but themselvts ? Cannot 
the foreign Governments, who have trade with China, do some- 
thing for this trade—a trade which might be increased ten-fold 
under proper management ? As Great Britain has the largest 
amount of this trale both in import and export, cannot she be 
pleased to take a part in the reorganising of this Empire in pro- 
portion to her trade ? 





SHANGHAI. 

We have advices from this port to the 15th September. There 
had been nofmail arrival from London since that of the P. and O 
Mail of July 26 on the 5th September, but the following French 
mail of 2nd August was due the day this mail left. The follow: 
ing summary of news is from the Vorth China Herald :— 


A correspondent writing on the 3rd September from Hangchow 
says:—Things go on so quietly here that we are sometimes 
tempted to think the authorities have almost forgotten that we 
are in the city. It is doubtful whether this state of things is to 
continue much longer however. Some weeks ago a placard was 
posted through the city cautioning natives against selling land to 
foreigners, and stating that the whole neighbourhood was injured 
by their presence, The paper further stated that any native 80 
doing would beseverely punished by the people. Withinthe last few 
days a much more scrious step has been taken, The mandarins have 
issued a warrant for the apprehension of all natives who have ever 
sold land to foreigners in Mangchow. A copy of this warrant has 
been obtained ; it contains the names of the natives who formerly 
owned Mr. Moule’s land, Mr. Cryor’s, Mr. Lyon’s, Mr. Elwin’s, 
Mr. Houston's, Dr. Galt’s, and Mr. Dodd's, with the name of one 
middieman, Most of these men have already been arrested and 
are now in prison, aud doubtless the others will be imprisoned as 
svon as caught. What will be the end of it, it is impossible to 
say. A copy of the warrant and a full statement of the case has 
heen forwarded to both the English and American Consuls at 
Ningpo. ‘The generally received exp!anation of the order is that 
the Laoutai lost several members of his family by sickness. and, 
going to the sovthsayer, he was told it was because the Fung: 
shat had been interfered with by the foreign houses on a hill just 
over against his yamen. Ience the arrest. 

We hear from Ningpo that the English and United States Con; 
suls have left fur Hangchow. in consequence of the representa 
tion made to them regarding the punishment of natives for 
selling land to foreigners. The Chinese seem to be bent on mak- 
ing some kind of disturbance. + There is a report that the people 
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intend closing and filling up Dew's Canal, and that operations 
arewo be commenced in qbout twenty days time. U.B.M. gun- 
boat Dore is anchored below the settlement, and in a line with 
the canal, to be in readiness for any emergency. The free ferry 
seems now to be permanently established. Shirping trade is 
brisk seven steamers and cight sailing vessels being in harbour, 
the latter, however, all to the consignment of Chinese, from Sin- 
ore and Penang. 

The Hopewell having now discharged 6.509 packages of tea, 
the damages she received in the recent collision are visible both 
inside and out. As it happened, the howsprit of the Annie Gray 
struck the mainmast of the Mop ell, thereby considerably break- 
ing the force of the collision between the hulls of the two vessels, 
but notwithstanding this, the waterwavs, stringers, beams, knee- 
bolts, inside and outside jlanking of the Mopeurd are broken on 
the port side, and tlic starboard side is bulged out in consequence, 

As the ship Arty Maid, from Foochow with poles, was ap- 
proaching Woosung Bar, she fouled a Ningpo junk, which with 
several others was at anchor a short distance below the bar. 
After striking the junk, the vessel, which was being towed by the 
Sameon, carried it along with her till she reached the bar, when 
the junk sank close by the side of the channel, nearly at the 

oint where the marks indicate that the bar should be crossed. 

he ship reports that the pilot observed four junks anchored 
right in the fairway, and that in order to clear them the helm 
was put hard a-port, but owing toa strong flood tide running at 
the time, the vessel did not pay off as quickly as she otherwise 
would have done. As some twenty minutes clapsed between the 
collision and the sinking of the junk, her crew were enabled to 
leave her, and to save their persenal effects and any portable 
articles they thought of value. The harbour-master at Woosung 
having been apprised of the circumstauce,a red light was put 
on the wreck the same evening, while a red flax by day denotes 
is position. The Araby Mccd was in charge of a licensed Ciinese 

ilot. 
The inspector of marke's has made a seizure of the carcase of 
a diseased bullock, and after reporting the matter at the Mixed 
Court, was empowered to have the meat destroyed, on Mr. Hen- 
derson certifying that it was discased. The bullock was one of a 
lot being shipped by the Oregouiun to Nagasaki, but, as it ap- 
peared to be sick, was sent ashore, and had been dressed, for Chi- 
nese consumption, but the choicest portions had been ent, to be 
sent to the foreign market. The persons implicated in the at- 
tempt to pass it into consumption have been brought before the 
Mixed Court, but judgment has not yet been given. 

There cannot be a doubt that a virulent epidemic is prevalent 
among cattle in Shanghai and the surrounding country, and there 
is much reason to fear that by the shipping of stock to Japan 
the disease will soon extend its ravages to that country. We 
understand that steps were taken by Dr. Macgowan, in the capa- 
city of wedical agent of the Japane-e Government, to avert, as 
far as possible, danger to that country from any infection of 
cattle plague which might be communicated by the animals 
shipped per Oreyoniun for Nagasaki. In consequence of in- 
formation received by him, concerning the lot of cattle shipped, 
Dr. Macgowan has advised the Japanese authorities to prohibit 
the landing of the cattle at Nagasaki or elsewhere, and suggested 
that they should be reshipped to Shan chai. 

At amecting of the English members of the Shanghai Rowing 
Club, Mr. Batt in the chair, it was resolved to get up a crew to 
challenge the Scottish Hight. As there are men equal to about 
three crews to choose fromin making uy the cizht, we may hope 
to see a good interuational contest at the next Kegatta of the 
Club. 

The Cricket Club announce their intention to open the autumn 
season on the 16th Sept. ‘The match selected, doubtless with a view 
to test the talent of new arrivals, is the First Kleven 7. the Next 
Eighteen, and from the lists of names given we may safely augur 
some good cricket and an exciting contest. 

Messrs. Ilogg Bros. the agents tor the Soochow Bridge Company 
have addressed a letter to the Chairman of the Municipal Coun. 
cil offering tosellthe who!e property of the Bridze Company to the 
Council with all rights, for the sum of sixty thousand ls, This 
proposal will be formally laid before the ratepayers at an extra- 
ordinary meeting which is to be convened on the loth October. 

The following items are from the (orier :— 

‘The principal member of the confederation of Ningpo lawyers 
and rowdies who, some time ago, sought to extort asecond squecze 
of $1,000 from the brotlicls of the settlement, has at length been 
sentenced for his share in that transaction. When the evidcace 
adduced in Court against him proved s0 strong that a conviction 
was, perforce, inevitable, it was seasonally represented to Chen that 
the culprit was a mandarin. On this the Mixed Court Magistrate 
declared that he had no power to punish him, and handed him 
over to the Taoutai. The illness of the latter has delayed the de- 
cision of the case. But the ‘l'aoutai, as soon as he was able to take 
cognisance of the facts, stripped him forthwith of his rank, and 
ordered him to be decorated instead with the collar of the cangue 
for one month. 

While H.M.8. Juno was lying alongside the wharf of the naval 
store-yard, Mr. Cass, the chief carpenter, accidentally fell over- 
board. He must have been carried under the ship and got en- 
tangled, as he was never seen torise. The body was found two 
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days afterwards, and was buried in the New Cemetery with the 
usnal naval honours. 

We hear from Iangchow that one of the Chinese who sold land 
to the foreigners there his already received 1,000 blows of the 
bamboo! If this be so, the presence of Mr. Lord and Mr. Solbe 
may prove very seasonable. 

We understand that Mr. McCartee, M.D., who has for some 
time performed the duties of Interpreter at the U.S. Oonsulate- 
General and Assessor at the Mixed Court, and who has previously 


held the position of U.S. Consul at Chefoo and elsewhere, will 
shortly leave China for Japan. 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices by this mail extend to the 21st September ; the P. 
and 0. mail from London 9th August arrived out on the 16th 
Sept. The following items of intelligence are taken from the 
China Mail :— 


The Legislative Council met on the 15th, when the considera- 
tion of the Kstimates (those exclusive of establishments) was 
proceeded with. A lively debate took place on the question of 
sheriff's remuneration, and a minute was recorded to the effect 
that the Council was of opinion that the sheriff should be a 
salaried oflicer, his fees being handed to Government. The Edu- 
cational, Medical, Police and Gaol estimates were passed without 
much discussion. Considerable debate ensued on the subject of 
grants to the Roman Cathulic establishments and schools, and his 
Excellency spoke very fully on the question of endowment. Ona 
motion of Mr. Ryrie, seconded by Mr. Lowcock, a grant of $2,400, 
instead of $1,600, for the Roman Catholic benevolent establish- 
ments, was lost. Mr. May pointed out that the reformatory is 
not quite what is understood by that term at home. Messrs. 
Whittall, Greig, May, Hayllar and Smith voted against it, and 
Messrs. Lowcock, Ryrie and Ball voted in its favour. Mr. Whit- 
tall then proposed that $1,500 be granted to the Sisters of Charity 
and S600 to the reformatory for this year. This motion was 
seennded hy Mr. Greig, and, after a very long debate, was carried, 
After discussing the new hospital and the water works the Kst{i- 
mates for 1873 were carried, and the Council was adjourned to 
the 25th. 

Woe learn that the damages to the Ottawa, which was recently 
reported as having put into Oosima with disabled machinery, 
were somewhat serious. She left Yokohamy on the 4th, with the 
downward mails, and at five AM. next day broke her pinion shaft 
and piston rod and smashed the bottom out of one of her cylin- 
ders. She reached Ousima at noon of the 5th, and the Austrian 
corvette #iisau happening to put in that afternoon for shelter, 
Captain Ilockin wrote to Yukohama for assistance. The Japan- 
exe steamer (‘/i// was despatched to take her in tow for that 
port, but finding her hawsers insufficient, took off the mails and 
rettrned to Yukohama for additional cordage. The mails have 
arrive here. We believe that there is some intention of letting 
the next downward mail steamer tow the Ottawa to Hong Kong. 

We have to covgratulate the police on their success in break- 
ing up a haunt from which supplies of spurious and deleterious 
beer have emanated and passed into the Hong Kong market. 
This bottled stuff, which is labelled and capsuled, bears all 
the appearance of the genuine article, and looks as if it had come 
fresh from the brewery of Bass and Co. It appears that in the 
prosecution of some inquiries connected with a case then under 
investigation before the magistrate, Inspector Grimes went into 
a shop in Gilman-strect, and to his surprise found a foreign bot- 
tling machine. This led him to further search, and his exertions 
were rewarled by the discovery of a quantity of bran new cap- 
su'es manufactured in this shop. The capsule is so well finished 
that it is impossible to detect any difference between it and the 
genuine one. Every letter is clearly shown, while the red triangle 
is perfect in every way. It seems that the impression is obtained 
froin a die which is mae of tin and fastened on to a wooden 
handle, and by means of a stamping machine (which bears the 
name of Mortimer and Co., London, as the manufacturer), the 
capsule is stamped. As to Bass’ labels, a quantity of bran new 
ones were found, and from this it is evident that the native 
brewers must have a forged stump. 

The Kditor of the Oriente, Dr. Magalhaes, has been, we learn, 
arrested by order of H E. the Governor Viscount de S, Januario, 
for alleged malicious libels published in the last number of that 
piper against the Governor. Dr. Magalhaes, being a military 
man, has been sent to Monte Forte, as customary. 

We regret to learn that Lieut. Ellis, of the Princess Charlotte, 
has been found lying insengible from a severe wound, inflicted 
evidently for the purposes of robbery, at the entrance to St. Paul’s 
College, in the lane leading up from the Wyndham-street tank. 
Though severe, the wound is pronounced not to be dangerous. 
Lieut. Ellis’s watch and chain were gone when he was discovered, 
and there is as yet noclue to the robbers. :

We hear it is stated in Chinese circles that since H.K. the 
Governor of Macao ordered the refractory leaders of the coolie 
strike to be flogged, he has been afraid to take his accustomed 
promenade, preferring to be driven out for his usual airing. 

We note with pleasure an announcement concerning the pro- 
posed direct route by steamer to Melbourne and Sydney. The 
steamer Parana will leave this port on or about the 1st proximo, 
and the experiment so frequently thought of by many will then 
be made. Cargo, passengers, and correspondence may be taken 
hence, and delivered in Melbourne in say twenty-two days, while 
the mail via Galle takes nearly twice that time to perform the 
voyage (say forty-two days on an average) ; so that in speed the 
gain is very considerable. There are many other points of ad- 
vantage which doubtless have been carefully considered by the 
promoters of the new route ; but these we will speak of at another 
time. At present we may express a desire that the scheme thus 
inaugurated by a young but enterprising firm of this port may 
prove in every way a success.

BANGKOK. 

The Stam Advertiser says:— 

The great event of the week to the natives was the grand pro- 
cession of an idol of Budh, the statues of the last four kings of 
the present dynasty, each of whom reigned in this city, after it was 
made the capital by the celebrated Siamo Chinese known as P’ya 
T’ak. According to European notation this occurred on the 17th 
Sept. This week, however, all classes of the community have in 
one way or another made some demonstration in honour of the 
day. The Christian part of the community have doubtless fer- 
vently prayed that God’s richest blessings may follow the young 
king during a long and prosperous reign. Others, again, have 
commemorated the day with Feastinue balls, parties and illumi- 
nations. These tokens of respect show that all classes and grades 
of the community are glad to honour him as best suits their in- 
clinations. 

The Rev. Mr. and Mrs. Carrington, the American Presbyterian 
missionaries located in that city, have succeeded in renting a lot 
and a bambu house, having a board floor. at a point on the West 
bank of the river called Hua Raw, in the vicinity of Wang Chan, 
where they are comfortably located for the present. The location, 
though too small to be ever regarded as an eligible spot for the 
permanent locatiun of the mission, has its advantages for mis- 
sionary work. The population in that vicinity is numerous, and 
there is a constant stream of people passing to and fro by the 

resent mission house. A native gamblinz establishment is close 
y, amd is necessarily the focus of much noise and confusion. 
Dr. Vrooman, of the American Presbyterian Chiengmai mission, 
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and Rev. Mr. Culbertson, of the American Presbyterian mission 
of Bangkok, reached Ayuthia on the 27th. These gentlemenare 
bound to Rahaang ; Dr. Vrooman’s ultimate destination is Chiekg- 
mai. 








STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—_—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

Advices extend to the 30th September ; the P. and O. mail 
from London August 23 arrived out on the 22nd and the following 
French mail of August 30 on the 27th Sept. The Singapore Daily 
Times supplies the following summary of news :— 


The reported seizure of the little steamer Zastern Star, late 
the Maha Ranee, by Tunku dia Oodin’s steamer Telegraph, turns 
out to have been well founded, though we believe there is no 
foundation whatever for the rumour that men taken on board the 
Eastern Star had been blown from the guns. The Eastern Star 
had, we learn, been chartered by Rijah Moosah, and while em- 
ployed in his service was endeavouring to run the blockade es- 
tablished on the Langat river by Tunku dia Oodin—coming 
down at night without lights, and unprovided with a proper pass. 
She was therefore seized. As it appears, however, that she had 
been taken there in direct opposition to the orders of her owner, 
who had recalled her to Singapore, it is probable she will be 
given up to him. The rumour of blowing men from the 
guns may be correct, but has probably no connection with the 
steamer. The atrocities said to have been committed by Mahdie’s 
followers are almost too horrible for credence—some of Tunku 
dia Oodin’s men who had fallen into their hands having been 
tortured and mutilated in a fearful manner. Several, we are told, 
had their scalps split clear across, and the skin stipped entirely 
off their foreheads and faces. A messenger sent by a rajah pro- 
perly accredited, was fastened by a collar and two chains to posts, 
and, with his hands pinioned behind, was kept standing for seven 
days without a morsel of food, and then with food for three days 
longer in the same position. Fortunately, the house in which he 
was confined caught fire, and, reduced almost to a skeleton, he 
escaped with his chains and collar and returned. After such bar- 
barities as these, it would not be surprising if Tunku dia Oodin 
should resort to strong measures in retaliation. 

The principal event of last week was the trial before the sitting 
magistrate at Malacca of two Government officials, viz., the as- 
sistant colonial treasurer here, and his chief clerk, the former for 
embezzlement of Government moneys to the extent of $9,616 61, 
and the latter for aiding and abetting in the offence. The case 
occupied three days, no less than twelve witnesses having been 
examined by the Solicitor-General on behalf of the prosecu- 
tion. Mr. J. G. Davidson appeared on behalf of the first 
defendant (the assistant treasurer), and Mr. J. D. Vaughan, 
on behalf of the sccond defendant (the head clerk in the 
Treasury). The case has been sent up for trial at the next crimi- 
nal session, but as that will not be opened here for another six 
months, the Solicitor-General made an application to his Honour 
the Chief Justice to have the case tried at Singapore, at the 
next criminal session, to be held on the 10th proximo. and the 
Chief Justice has granted the application, so that the petty 
jurors there will have an opportunity afforded them of hearing 
both sides of the story, whilst the community of this place are 
entirely in the dark as to what the line of defence is to be, 
the counsel for both the defendants having reserved their 
oe until the case comes on for hearing before the Supreme 

urt. 

H.N.M. steam frigate Vice Admiral Koopman, Captain Van 
Trojen, arrived here the other day from Batavia, on her way to 
Bangkok, with Mr. Hoogeven, Resident of Batavia, who, we learn, 
has been deputed by the Governor General of Java to invest the 
King of Siam and several Siamese officials with decorations. The 
Vice eis Koopman will return here by the middle of next 
month. 

We understand the Government contemplate the erection of ‘a 
new Post-office, the site chosen being the very best that could have 
been selected, namely, Fort Fullerton. This is a atep in the right 
direction, and if the same site could be utilised for the Stamp, 
Import, and Export Offices, the concentration would greatly faci- 
litate business, and would be recognised as a grateful boon by 
the whole mercantile community. é 

There exists a well-defined apprehension among the Chinese 0,’ 
another outbreak between the Teo Chew and Hokien tribes, 
though there is no telling when it may take place. Both tribes 
appear to be secretiy preparing themselves for it, and it only 
needs some overt act of hostility on either side to cause a renewal 
of the scenes of October last, It is to be hoped that Government, 
having been fully warned, will take summary measures, short 
and stern, to check the first attempt at any disturbance. 





The? Mcscageries Maritimes Company’s steamer Cambodge, with .he 
present inward mail, arrived at Marseiiles at 8 a.m. on the 30th ult., 
having put into ua Ciotat harbour the previous day, in consequence 
of a strong north-westerly gale. She brings 52 passengers, 289 bales 
of silk, 1,624 packages of tea, and 50S packages of sundries for London.

Thanrs1w. — Advices were still unsatisfactory. The water near 
Tientsin continued to rise, and no steps were being taken by the au- 
thorities towards repairing the banks of the river or canals, Trade, in 
consequence, was almost at a standstil], and there was no immediate 
prospect of its active resumption. A few 8-lbs, Shirtings had been 
placed at Tls, 1.77 per piece, and some English Drills, 15-Ibs. at Tls, 
3.07 fer piece. Otherwise there was almost nothing to report. 

Hankow.— Advices 1«port great dullness in Shirtings, with, how- 
ever,a scarcity of the 7-lbs. weight. T-Cloths showed a decline in 
value, with a very limited inquiry. For Drills a good demand still ex- 
isted, rates showing no change. In Fancy Cottons business had been 
moch restricted. Tea: Arrivals had been limited, but a fair business 
is reported at prices rather in fuvour of sellers. Exchange on London 
was 6s. 4)d. per tael for six monthy’ sight credits. 

CHINKIANG.— The market fur Shirtings and T-Cloths continued 
quiet, prices being about the same az those formerly current. English 
Drills were sought for, and Malwa Opium was in good demand. The 
steamers Trafalgar and Otago were loading rice for Canton. Both ves- 
sels have since passed Woosung en route for the South. 

SHANGHAI.—The market had been extremely depressed since the 
English mail, and in spite of more favourable telegrams from Liver- 
pool and Manchester prices of several Cotton fabrics showed a decline. 
The proximity of settling day, 17th and 18th Sept., was the assigned 
reason. The accounts from the outports have not been such as to 
atimylate purchases. Grey Shirtings: The business done had been 
acarcely sufficient to establish a market. Rates for commoner chops of 
7 Ibe. and 8} lbs. were again easier; 7 lbs., T!s. 1.65 to 1.68; 8} lbs., 
Tis. 1.83 to 1.86. White Shirtings: No business. T-Cloths: About 
12,000 pieces 6 lbs. common, 4,000 pieces 81bs., and 7,500 pieces 7 Ibs. 
Mexicans, had changed hands. ; 6 lbs. at Tls. 1.18 receding to Tls. 1.15, 
8 Ibe, Ts. 1.67 to 1.75, 71lbs., Tis. 1.46 to 1.50; natives were more 
disposed to buy, but were acting very cautious'y jn the face of 
heavy and increasing stocks. Drills: Steady demand, but quotations 
barely sustained, though holders firmly retuse concessions. English, 
14]bs. to 15 lbs., Ts. 3.5 to 3.14; Dutch, Tls.3 to 3.6 per picce. Jeans: 
The low prices current had led to the settlement of about 7,000 pieces 
English. Fancy Cottons: 22-inch Black Velvets in demand for Japan, 
but stock exhausted ; 500 pieces Dyed Spots sold at Tis. 2.66, and 500 
pieces Gentian Stirtings at Tls. 2.50 per piece. Woollens: A quiet 
market had ruled, but Lony Ells was the only article that had fallen in 
value. Scarlet C. P. H. cargo sold at Tle. 6.5U. Assortments (half 
scarlet) on offer at Tls. 6.10 with no buyers. Crape Lustres sold at 
Tis. 4.20. Plain Lustres for Japan at Tle. 43. Medium Cloths had 
changed hands atTls. 0.024 to 0.96 per yard. Metals: Telegrams from 
London quoting a decline of 20s. per ton hud had the effect of stopping 
both speculation and business. Lead: No business for cash. 

Hoxa Kone.—Raw Cotton was saleable at a sliyht decline upon 
former rates. Cotton Yarns of all counts were receiving but little at- 
tention, and Nos. 16/24 could only be placed at lower figures. 7 Jb. 
Grey Shirtings were again lower and 8-4 Jb. had not improved in value: 
Drills firm and wanted, but T-Cloths neglected. No special movernent 
had taken place in Woollens, other than a slight advance in both As- 
sortcd and Scarlet Long Ells. In metals, all kinds of iron were quieter 
as previous prices had been too high. Tin and tin plates were tirmly 
held. Quicksilver steadily maintuined its value, and Californian was 
quoted $100 to 101. Rice was not much wanted, and holders readily 
parid with their supplies at a fall of 5 to 6 cents per picul.

23 per picul upwards, showing an advance 
of 5 mace to 1 tae] per picul, while common Shantams could be bought 
on ensier terms. Green: A lower range of prices generally had ruled ; 
Pingsueys could be bought on what may be called reasunable terms, 
while two or three chops of Moyune had been bought at rates showing 
some weakness. Advices from America were unfavourable, and were 
it uot for the high Exchange prices would be quoted ata decline. Con- 
cerning the qualities of the Greens on offer, it was reported that though 
the Meyunes were very good in cup, they were in appearance, probably, 
the worst-ever offered, as far as make and style are concerned. Settle- 
ments for the week—Congou, 12,804 chests at Tls. 14 to 30}. Green 
Tva: Moyune, Fychow, &c., 14,664 half-chests at Tls. 293 to 51$; 
Pingsuey, 350 half-chests, Tls. 89 ; Shanghai-packed, 2,040 half-chests, 
TI-, 30 to 38. 

FuocHow.— During the week a fair amount of business had been 
transacted, and prices for all kinds were firm and steady. Congou: 
Seitlements, 17,144 chests at Tls. 3 to 224, and for boxes Tis. 29 ; 
pricee show little change, but latterly have been more in favour of 
sellers; arrivals, 20,000 chests. Souchongs: 1,026 chests taken at 
Tle. 15 to 25, and Tls. 343 for boxes; arrivals, none. Oolonys: Set- 
tlements, 10,012 half-chests at Tl, 27 to 37; prices had been rather 
irregular but fully maintained; arrivals, 3,010 half-chests. Scented 
Teas: Settlements, 367 boxes at Tlx. 15 to 19; arrivals, none. Flowery 
Pekses: Settled, 50 chests at Tls. 26; no arrivals. . 

AmOyY.—The Ooloong market continued very quiet, with a down- 
ward tendency until the 14th Sept., when a buyer re-entered the mar- 
ket, und settled a large atring of chops at fully previous quotations. 
Buying had becn continucd at these rates, and 9,000 half. chests had 
becn : c:tled, leaving a stock of about 13,000 half-chests on offer. Total 
recei; to for the season estimated at 220,000 half-chests. The Tamerlane 
sailed on tha 16th Sept., taking 898,483 lbs. Ovloong, leaving tho 
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Anglo-Saxon on the berth for New York, The Surprise, s.s.,was daily 
expected from Shanghai to All up for New York. 

Canton.—A few small settlements reported at unchanged values. 
Musters of fourth crop Scented Capers had been placed on the market, 
but being much mixed in leaf and coarse in cup, had not found fevour, 
Later on, however, some better Teas were expected. The Teamen con- 
tinued firm at last quotations, though buyers, in view of the high rate 
ra exeeng showed little disposition to purchase, except at a reduction 
n prices. 








SILK. 

SHANGHAI.—Notwithstanding unfavourable advices, there had been 
only a small decline—say on the average ubout Tis. 5 per picul. The 
business done had been confined to a very few buyers, but their indi- 
vidual purchases had been considerable, and settlements for the week 
were estimated at 800 bales, making total since the opening of the 
season 32,000 bales. In Tsatleea the following chops have been eet- 
tled :—Dragon, No. 1, 2, and 3, at Tls, 620, 600, and 580; Fruit Chop, 
Nos. 2 and 3, at Tis. 550 and 530; Elephant, blue, at Tis. 5224; 
Dancing Bear, at Tle. 5224 ; Phoenix * Yuch-hwa,” at Ts. 495; stock 
of Tsatlees estimated at about 5,500 bales, fully one-half being inferior 
and foul Silk from No. 4} downwards, This was difficult of sale, but 
good and clean parcels, on the other hand, were firmly held, and seemed 
more likely to maintain their value. Hainangs: No settlements; stock 
about 200 bales; Fatmow’s No. 2 scarce, and held for Tle. 510. Tay- 
saam: Tsu-ke-yuen's ‘‘ Ting-how” and ‘ Gua-ling” Kahings bought at 
Tis. 525 and 495; stock of Kahing estimated at 500 bales, and of coarse 
Taysaams at 500 bales.- Re-reeled Tsatlee of fair to good quality had 
been taken for America at T's, 570 to 590 ; stock large, say 1,500 bales, 
the bulk Tsatlee. Yellow Silk: Some purchases of Mienchow reported 
at Tls. 385 ; stock, 1,000 bales. 

CANnTON.—Since the English mall of 1]th Sept.the market had been 
rather quieter, and deulers were firmer at the reduced quotation, partly 
owing to the fourth crop just finishing and reports of the shortness and 
inferiority of the fifth crop, to arrive in about ten days from date. 
Settlements for this (French) mail were estimated at from 300 to 400 
bales, but it was said that considerably more had been purchased and 
was being kept back for a more favourable rate of exchange. The re- 
duced prices and bad reports of the fifth crop had induced purchasers 
to go into the market, and in consequence there were very few desirable 
parcels offering, most of the best having been picked out. Ouly some 
200 to 300 bales Re-reels were reported us going forward to the United 
States by the Pucific mail leaving Hong Kong 21st Sept. Market 
Tsatlee was quoted at $470 to 480. Re-reeled Camchook and Lacklow 
No. 1 at $540 to 560. Stock estimated at 2,000 bales Tsatlee and 100 
bales Loongkong.

GRANT OF THE ALBERT MEDAL TO MESSRS. MARGARY 
AND DODD. 

The Gazelte contains a notification that the Queen hasconferred the 
* Albert Medal of the First Class” npon Mr. Angnstus Raymond Mar- 
gary, of the China Consalar Service, and upon Mr. John Dodd, mer- 
ehant, of Ke-lung, Formosa. The services on account of which this 
exceptional honour has been conferred upon the gentlemen named are 
detailed in the Guzette aa follows :— 

“ During the raging of a very violent typhoon which burst over the 
north coast of Formosa on the 9th August, 1871, the schooner Anne 
of Hong Kong and the French barque Adele were blown from their 
anchorage and driven on the rocky shore of Ke-lung Harbour. Messrs. 
Margary and Dodd had a rope fastened round their bodics and went 
into the surf to the aid of the crew of the Anne, the nearest ship, and 
the only one which coulil at that moment be discerned. They waded 
and swam a distance of forty yarde through the surf, and the rope being 
too short they had to abandon it and trust themselves without its aid. 
Eventually they reached the ship by swimming, and then made an 
unsuccessful effort to return to the shore with a rope from the schooner. 
They were unable to accompligh this, and also failed in a subsequent 
effort to row ashore ina small boat. The boat was capsized and Mr. 
Margary but narrowly escaped drowning, both the adventurers teing 
cast on shore bruised and exhausted. The captain of the Anne was of 
opinion that his vessel being strongly built would last out the typhoon, 
and advised Messrs. Margary and Dodd to desiat from further efforts. 

“ Affairs remained for some time in this position, when it became 
known that the Adele was in need of assistance, which Messrs. Mar- 
gary and Dodd proceeded at once to render. They had to make their 
way in the dark over the rugged rocky shore, and having done this 
they arrived within a short distance of the vesscl, which had by this 
time become a total wreck. The captain threw overboard a rope at- 
tached to a buoy, which was seized by Mr. Dodd, who was joined by 
Mr. Margary with another rope from the shore, and a splice was 
effected. All the crew were eaved by means of this rope with the 
exception of four men who were paralysed with fright, and another, 
the boatswain, who had broken his leg. Messrs. Margary and Dodd 
swam ashore with all these five men successively, and Mr. Margary was 
on board the vessel at the time she actually broke up, when he finally 
came ashore with the ship's cat clinging to his shoulder.” 





The Mosquito, composite gunboat, 400 tons, and 360-horse 
Power, was commissioned at Devonport on the 20th ult. for service 
on the China station, by Lieutenant-Commander William Henry 
Bond.

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THE JAPANESE EMBASSY. 

Tu our last issue we briefly recorded the arrival of the chief 
members of the Japanese Embassy at Bradford, and the presenta. 
tion of addresses from the Municipality and the Chamber of Com- 
meree. The following is the full text of the Chamber of Com- 
merce address :— 


May rr PLease your ExXcELLENCIES,—The Council of the Brad- 
ford Chamber of Commerce beg most respectfully to offer a most hearty 
weleow.e to the illustrious representatives of a@ monarch who, by the 
appointment of your Embassy, has evinced his strong desire to draw 
closer and closer the bonds of fricndship and brotherhood between our 
two countries, This Council hail with peculiar satisfaction the visit of 
your Excellencies to the scat of an industry which, almost more than 
any other, is able to produce objects of exchange for those in which 
Japan isso rich, While fully acknowledging the great facilities which 
ihe Government of Japan has of late afforded to the development of 
international trade, this Council trust that your Excellencies will per- 
mit them to take advantage of this auspicious occasion to call the 
attention of your illustrious Emperor to some others which it is to be 
hoped bis Government may soon deem it expedient to grant. Nothing 
would tend more to facilitate the profitable exchange of the rich pro- 
duce of Japan for that of our various industries than improvements in 
the roads and means of communication between the sea board and the 
interior ; while the two nations would learn to appreciate cach other 
more thoroughly if permission were granted to British subjects to 
travel freely all over the country, subject to such passport regulations 
as uinay be deemed expedient by the Mikado's Government. The mines 
in his Majesty’s dominions are reported to contain a large amount of 
wealth, and would no doubt yield a greatly increased production if 
I:nszlishmen were permitted to apply to the working of these mines the 
practical science which they bring to bear upon their works at home. 
Bat if the granting of such a privilege should not be deemed advisable 
at the prcsent, a great improvement would be effected if advances made 
to the owners by foreigners could be legally secured. 

Your Exccllencies will have witnessed the bencfcial effects which 
the unrestricted freedom of trade lave had upon this country, and 
they trust that on your return you will lay before your gracious 
Soversign the results of an expericnce which must have the effect of 
confirming him in the path of enlightened reform by which he hae 
inaugurated his reign. In conclusion, we beg your Excellencies to 
convey to your illustrious monarch the prayer of this Council that 
he may long reign over a happy and contented people, and that the 
relations of his Government with all the nations of the world may 
be ever those of friendship and peace. 

The following reply was given by Iwakara in the Japanese 
language :— 

GUNYLEMEN,—The Ambassadors of his Imperial Majesty the Em- 
peror of Japan, fully appreciate the cordial welcome you have extended 
to them, as well as the earnest words you have spoken in commendation 
of their Empire, and of them as its representatives. We have come, as 
is set forth in the words of our commission, “to select from the various 
institutions prevailing among enlightened nations such as are best suited 
to our present condition, and to adopt them, with gradual reforms and 
improvements.” We have come, not only to examine your factories 
and mines, and shipbuilding, but also that, by personal contact with 
your people, we may succecd in establishing more firmly those relations 
of peace and friendship which shall create a feeling of lasting brother- 
hod between our two countries. 

In regard to the suggestions you have made as to Increased facilities 
of intercourse and travel, we can only express the conviction that what- 
ever dithiculties may exist are the results of years of education under a 
different, policy, which will be obviated hy increased foreign intercourse, , 
anl by such other influences as aro now at work. We shall convey the 
vords of this day to our Sovereign, and it will be a great gratification 
to him to know, as it will ever be to us to remember, that his repre- 
sentatives were so universally received with expressions of good-will, 
and were so kindly assisted in their labours. 

On Friday, the 25th ult., the Ambassadors proceeded by 
spccial train to Saltaire to view the far-famed works of Sir Titus 
Salt and Co, They were attended by Mr. M. W. Thompson (the 
Mayor) and Alderman Law (President of the Chamber of Com- 
merce), After inspecting the works and lunching with Sir Titus 
Salt, the party proceeded to Messrs. S.C. Lister and Co’s. silk 
manufactory at Lillycroft, were they were conducted through the 
works by the manager, and minutely inspected the manufacturing 
processes from the base of the building to the topmost story. The 
Ambassadors afterwards returned to Bradford, and in the evening 
a banquet was given at the Victoria Hotel by the president 
and members of the Chamber of Commerce. The chair was 
occupied by Alderman Law, and Sir Harry Parkes, General 
Alexander, Major Aston, the Mayor of Bradford, Mr. F. 8. 
Powell, M.P., and Mr. John Darlington, were among the guests, 
while letters of apology from Lord Frederick Cavendish, M.P., 
the Right Hon. W. E. Forster, M.P., and Mr. Miall, M.P., were 
read, 

On Monday, the 28th, the Ambassadors left Bradford for Shef- 
field, and they have since visited the numerous ironworks in the 
district. 

The Ambassadors, with Sir Harry Parkes and General Alexander, 
were entertained on Thursday night at the Sheffield Outlers 
Feast. Mr. Reebuck presided, and made the principal speech of 
the evening.

THE MESSAGERIES AND THE SUEZ CANAL. 
JUDGMENT. 

Tue judgment in this cause célebre, delivered in Paris on 
the 26th, appears to us to be convincing and conclusive. 
It. is not necessary to reopen arguments which have been 
already discussed in these columns, and which are of too 
great interest to onr readers to be easily forgotten. Suffice 
it to say that the judgment fully corroborates the view taken 
by the Messageries, and that the Canal Compauy is ordered 
for the future to confine its tariff to the limits laid down in 

aits first constitution. It would have been a monstrous ini- 
quity if it had been ruled otherwise. The Suez Canal is, 
without doubt, the most important—nay, necessary—high- 
way in the world; and that its tolls and rates could be 
raised at the dictation of a few directors, when the original 
projectors were only too eager to form it on terms drawn up by 
themselves, would be simply intolerable. The judgment of 
the Parisian Tribunal will give universal satisfaction. Notice 
of appeal was, no doubt, formally given ; bat there is little 
prospect of the judgment being reversed, even if the appeal 
should be pushed on. The grounds of the present judgment 
are too clear to admit of reversal, as our readers will see 
from the short sketch given below. While congratulating 

“the Afessageries on the victory they have won, we cannot but 
express the hope that they will not be left to bear the whole 
expense of the litigation, of which every steamship owner, 
whose vessels pass through the Suez Canal, will partake the 
benefit. Nor can we close our comment without also ex- 
pressing our regret that an undertaking of such world-wide 
importance—such incalculable influence on future history— 
as the Suez Canal, should for a moment have been attempted 
to be muddled into disgrace by such a plea as that of an 
alibi. Our readers will, however, see what very short work 
the Judge made of the “domicile ” which the directors tried 
to shift from France to Egypt :— 

The Suez Canal Company contends that it is strictly an Egyptian 
Company, and that it merely took the form of * La Societé Anonyme 
Francaise ” for the sake of convenience ; that the Viceroy of Egypt, 
as head of the State, when he authorised its constitutiown repre- 
sented, both in bis firman and his charter, only his own country 
and countrymen, and that he had authority to make no stipula- 
tion except in favour of those on whom he imposed the rates. 
The conditious of the 17th Article of the firman were imposed 
(say the company) solely for the profit of Egypt, and not for that 
of third parties, unknown, or at least unorecgnised, But that 
same firman declared the Canal open to the mercantile marine of 
all the world, and the company was restricted from the right to 
give special advantages to any particular nationality or company. 

msequently, there can be no doubt that the Viceroy, in granting 
the concession, had but one object—uniformity of rate to all na- 
tionalities alike. The argument that the Canal Company is an 
Egyptian, and not a French Company, falls to the ground, because 
they had adopted the French form and domicile. They had the 
Opportunity of choosing their own domicile as such, and it must 
stand by their own election—which was Paris. 

Thus the low basis on which the Canal Company first 
sought to try conclusions with the Afessageries is dismissed 
somewhat contemptuously—and not undeservedly so. This 
point being settled, the real question under dispute admitted 
of but one solution. ‘Ten francs a ton on the actual carry- 
“ing capacity of the vessel was fixed by the firman as the 
“ maximum rate that could ever be demanded without up- 
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“setting all the conditions on which the enterprise was 
“ founded.” The judgment proceeds :— 

In adopting French currency as a standard rate, there can be 
no doubt that the company implied aleo the adoption of the French —, 
method of measurement. 

What that means is, that a ton isa ton; and the Judge 
says, moreover, that the ten francs per ton, settled as the 
first and final rate by the firman itself, “est une valeur 
“ monétaire officielle Francaise parfaitement certaine et indis- 
“ putable.” 

Such is the judgment against which the Directors of the 
Suez Canal have lodged notice of appeal. There is no chance 
of the judgment being reversed ; and, if the shareholders are 
not more indifferent to dividends than shareholders generally, 
they will do well to impose some restraint on their Board. 


THE FLOODS IN CHILI. 

Tue letters from our Tientsin correspondents are full of 
ominous forebodings, The floods which devastated the pro- 
vince of Chili last year have hardly subsided before a 
threatening rise in the height of the rivers is again ob- 
servable. Already the Peiho washes its banks at a higher 
level than it did at any time last year ; already the plain in 
the neighbourhood of Tientsin is covered with water, and 
reports from the interior speak of crops wasted and villages 
desolated by the rising floods. It is officially announced that 
the Hwanho, in repairing the banks of which, last year, Li- 
HUNG-CHANG asserts that Tls. 90,000 were expended, has 
again burst its bounds, inundating the country far and wide ; 
and from the provincial capital, Paon-ting-Foo, we learn that 
the inhabitants have been obliged to close and plaster over 
the gates of the city, to protect themselves against the ad- 
vancing element. ‘The full significance of these facts will be 
apparent only to those who have watched the consequences 
of similar disasters in China. They mean more than the fact 
that thousands will be driven from their homes, destitute and 
starving; they mean morethan that death will count its victims 
by hundreds daily, and that much which would have been 
spent in buying shirtings and Manchester goods will be ex- 
pended in supplying the necessaries of life to the crowds of 
sufferers who will be thrown on the charity of the rich. 
They mean above and beyond all this that we must look 
forward to a wimter when brigandage, if not movements of a 
more organised character, will be rife throughout the Pro- 
vince. They mean that when the wretched sufferers that 
have been reduced to the last extremity of famine, the able- 
bodied amongst them will take to pillage for a livelihood, 
and the weaker being unable to resist them will throw in 
their lot with them. They mean that another strain will 
be put upon the strength of the Government, already shat- 
tered by the many blows which have fallen upon it during the 
last fifteen years, and that we must look forward to another 
of those periods of disorder which each time they recur im- 
peril the safety and jeopardise the interests of foreign sub- 
jects throughout the Empire. 

The overwhelming nature of the calamity which has thus 
overtaken the Imperial province two years in succession will 
render absolutely necessary the adoption of extraordinary 
remedial measures. The system of patching up the banks 
of the rivers, and of suppressing, as far as possible, the know- 
ledge of the real extent of the damage done and the suffer- 
ings incurred, to which recourse is commonly had io similar 
cases, will be too absurdly inadequate and impossible in the 
present instance. The real cause of the disaster is too 
deeply-seated and too general to allow of the application of 
any but the most thorough and powerful remedies. No 
mere effort to repair the banks of the rivers will render the 
Province safe from another flood next year. It is not due 
to any very unusual fall of rain that hundreds of square miles 
were inundated last autumn, and that these are now again 
under water, but to the gradual silting up of the beds of the 
rivers. It isa geological fact that the coast line of the 
Province is gradually rising from the sea, and that the 
rivers which dissect the vast plain extending south- 
wards from Peking are becoming choked with the immense 
amount of alluvial soil continually depusited by them in 
their courses. Gigantic as are the resources at the command 
of the Chinese Government, experience has proved that they 
are quite inadequate to cope with a difficulty such as this. 
The enormous embankments which make the whole course 
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of the Yellow River one of the wonders of the world, are 4 
lasting monument to the folly of attempting in euch 4 
country as China to confine large and rapid rivers, raised by 
nature above the level of the surrounding country, by arti- 
ficial barriers. Terrible as will be the distress caused by the 
present inundation, it will not have been endured in vain if 
it teaches the authorities this lesson ; if it serves to break 
down the absurd pride which forbids the adoption of any 
measure but such as have been employed in similar emer- 
gencies from time immemorial, and if it compels the Go- 
vernment, in its hour of necd, to seek the assistance of 
foreign scientific skill and appliances. 

If there can be any gleam of consolation to be found 
in the terrible picture of misery which is presented to 
us, it is to be sought for in the facts that the scene 
of the catastrophe, being in the immediate neighbour- 
hood of the capital, a consideration of the merits of 
the remedies proposed, both by natives aud foreigners, 
will be forced upon the attention of the Government, and 
that Li-aunc-CHana is the Governor-General of the Pro- 
vince. It is commonly reported, aud we believe on good 
ground, that this officer is the leader of the political party 
which is most strongly opposed to the introduction of foreign 
ideas intoChina. The magnitude of the difficulty, however, 
with which he now stands face to face, renders him powerless 
to deal with it single-handed. He must, therefure, either 
court disaster by attempting that which he is manifestly un- 
able to carry out, or he will have to choose between employ- 
ing foreign engineers and dredging machines, and yielding 
place to one who will. 





WE understand that Messrs. D. and T. Stevenson, of 
Edinburgh, have in hand at their works four more light- 
houses for the Japanese Governmeut Next to the appro- 
priation of money, for such useful purposes as lighthouses 
on the coast of Japan, is tho manner and instruments used 
for the accomplishment of such objects. We congratulate 
the Japanese Government on the success which has attended 
their appo‘ntment of Mr. Brunton, C.E., to carry out the 
erection of these lighthouses. While the Chinese Govern- 
ment, or their foreign empioy¢s, have been haggling and dis- 
agreeing as to the number and mode of erecting lighthouses 
on their coast, we have been recording from time to time 
the completion of some new lighthouse on the coast of Japan. 
We trust that Mr. Goprrey, the mining engineer, now in 
Japan, will be equally successful in his explorations for the 
mineral productions of the country. 


THE assembly of the combined fleets of England, France, 
and America in the harbour of Chefovo is calculated to puzzle 
the Chinese Government. It is beyond their comprehension 
that we should attempt any display purely in honour of 
the marriage of their Experor. We presume that any 
nearer approach to the capital—say, for instance, Taku 
—would have been a real terror to the Chinese. It is to be 
regretted, however, that the Emperor and bis Ministers could 
not see for themselves these combined fleets, with their 
manned yards and big guns. 


WE notice with pleasure the honors conferred upon Mr. 
Maraary, of the British Consulate at Formosa, and upon 
Mr. Dopp, a merchant of the same place. There are nume- 
rous instances on record of bravery displayed in rendering 
services to shipwrecked crews ; but we believe there are few 
instances of such heroic devotion as that manifested by 
Messrs. Marcary and Dopp. The “ Albert medal ” is a deco- 
ration which is granted only to those who have shown special 
bravery in saving life. The notice from the London Gazette 
will be found in another column. 


In our account of the progress of the Japanese Embassy 
we give the address of the Bradford Chamber of Commerce, 
Of all the addresses yet presented we think it is the beat. 
It contains practical suggestions for the benefit of both 
countries, and gives less of the adulatory feature. We may 
mention that Yosuipa, Vice-Minister of Finance, has left for 
Paris, and is now quartered at the Grand Hotel with his 
Secretaries.

Monetary and Commercial, 
—_o— 

We are glad to see that the importance of having a Chamber 
or Tridunal of Commerce in London is now being recognised. At 
the last meeting of the Common Council Sir Sydney Waterlow 
proposed that the question be referred to the City Committee on 
Local Government. This was secunded in a very able manner by 
Mr. M. McGeorge and Mr. Wheatley, who detailed the great ad- 
vantages of such institutions in France, Italy, and Germany. Itis 
somethinganomalousthat London has not such an institution. The 
necessity for it is now being very distinctly shown in the affairs 
of Messrs. Gledstanes and Co., where disputes and rival interests 
occur as to the disposition of certain documents, which could be 
disposed of by a Tribunal composed of men of business at a 
trifling expense, and not thrown into the clutches of the lawyers, 
to fight over until not a vestige remains for the creditors. With 
reference to this particular estate of Gledstanes and Co., we know 
that one of the creditors has devoted the utmost energy to settle 
such disputes amicably, or by arbitration, but without success, and 
it is feared that this estate will form no exception to the general 
rule. 

Mr. Sam Mendel has issued a Circular on the subject of mildew 
shirtings, which fearlessly exposes where the fault lies. He sug- 
gests that the Chamber of Commerce should have a special meet- 
jog on the subject and devise an effectual remedy for this growing 
evil. He says:—“It would be surely better to send out what 
now pass as 8} lbs, to weigh 74 lbs., leaving out the filth now 
used to give the additional weight. Many shirtings weighing 
84 Ibs. do not contain more than 6} lbs. of yarn, yet buyers, both 
here and in the East, accept these because they can buy such 
makes at 6d. less than pieces with 1 lb. more yarn in; and sales 
are often made in the East at a difference of not more than 3d. to 
4d. per piece between the one and the other. This is no excuse 
for dishonesty ; the wrong-doing should be stopped by every 
means, however severe or onerous.” 

At extraordinary general meetings of the British Indian Sub- 
marine, Falmouth, Gibraltar, and Malta, Marseilles, Algiers, and 
Malta, and Anglo-Mediterranean Telegraph Companies, held on 
the lst inst., the special resolution for effectuating and completing 
the amalgamation of these undertakings was passed unanimously, 

The China Submarine Telegraph Company have notified that 
the receipts for the year ended the 30th of June enable the 
directors to declare a final dividend of 4s. per share, making, with 
those already paid, a diatribution of 8 per cent. per annum.

The market has been liberally supplied with a good selection of 
first crop leaf, cbiefly of medium quality, and during the past week 
a fair business lias been transacted, but at 4d. to 1d. perlb. decline on 
Teas selling from 1s. 3d. to 1s. 7d. per Ib.; fine quality, however, shows 
a hardening tendency, and this movement is quite in accordance with 
the fulling off in supplies of this class, through the loss of Parnassus 
and Lahloo, and the quantity sent direct from Hankow to Russia, via 
Odessa. The export from China by latest telegraphic advices is falling 
off, being now about the same ag last season, and present prices for 
common Tea do not tend to encourage shipments from China, as 
thousands of chests can be bought in this market at 7d. to 9$d. per 
Ib., or 1d. to 2d. per lb. under China quotations. The Continental 
trade has been on the most limited scale, but for Canadaand New 
York rather more inquiry has set in during the past few days. The 
Deliveries have been on a large scale, the total for the week being
